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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a first genetic research system, classified in class 707, 
subclass 100. 

II. Claims 1 1-24, drawn to a second genetic research system, classified in class 707, 
subclass 100. 

Claim 25, drawn to a method for providing access to a genetic research system, 
classified in class 707, subclass 3. 

IV. Claim 26, drawn to a method for providing genetic research information to a user, 
classified in class 707, subclass 1 .

The products of Groups I and II can be shown to be distinct because the systems have 
different structural and functional requirements. The methods of Groups III-IV can be shown to 
be distinct because the methods have different steps and/or goals.
